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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's proposed claims now recite several limitations which have not been previously claimed, and hence 
not considered before. For example, Claim 1 is proposed to recite separate elements for expression of the first and second nucleic acid 
sequences, claim 1 also removes the requirement for a polypeptide, but now simply embraces CD8 alpha as a genera which comprises 
simply an extracellular domain. In addition, the newly proposed subject matter has not been specifically considered before. Hence, for at 
least these reasons, further considerations and new matter considerations are required. Still further the previously non-considered subject 
matter of Claims 6,8-11, and 1 8 would require further consideration, as the proposed amendment would remove multiple dependency 
problems .
